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1. Rathenow: 


On 26 and 29 October 1951, 40 to 50 Soviet Tanks were loaded at Rathenow. 
Most were T~34's, but the cun barrels seemed considerably longer than usual. 
Caliber of the guns was 6.5 - 7.5 om. 
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Twelve SP guns of about 10.5 om. were also loaded. They were high built and 
had caterpillar trucks about 5 om. wider than that of the T 34.

2. One tank of a type entirely strange to informant was aleo loaded. It was 
particularly low built.
